been in disuse since the days of 
Henrietta Maria, the consort of 
Charles I. 


The eldest daughter of King 
Christian IX of Denmark, Alexan- 


‘dra was married to Albert Edward, 


then Prince of Wales, on March 10, 
18638, and for 38 years, during the 
reign of Queen Victoria, although 


greatly beloved by her people. 
Born in Copenhagen, Dec. 1, 1844, 
she went to England as the bride 
of the future King the same year 
her father was crowned the ruler 
of Denmark. She was then 19, a 
girl of rare charm and beauty and, 
by reason of the frugality of her 
own family, of simple and unex- 
travagant tastes. 

Upon the death of Queen Vic- 
toria, in 1991, when her husband 
ascended the throne, Alexandra 
became Queen and reigned with 
him for nine years. 

Alexandra adopted thg title of 
the Queen Mother in 1910 when 
George V., her son, and the Prin- 
cess Mary were crowned upon the 
passing of Edward VII. 

Public Benevolences. 

For years, as Princéss of Wales, 
her name had been associated with 
most of the great public benevol- 
ences and charities of England. On 
June 25, “Alexandra day,” each 
year thousands of pounds were 
contributed by Britons the world 
over for hospitals and other similar 
institutions in honor of their royal!

This morning the Princess Royal 
Louise, eldest of Alexandra’s three 
daughters, arrived from London. 
Thus all the surviving childten of 
the Queen mother were at San- 
dringham. 

Her Aged Servant and Friend. 

One of the most pathetic figures 
on the scene during the last trying 
hours was the aged Miss Charlotte 
Knollys, who had been in attend- 
ance upon her majesty for 55 years. 
During all that time—throughout 
most of Al@®xandra’s life in En- 
gland—Miss Knollys rendered serv- 
ice of striking devotion. 

Perhaps there has been no paral- 
lel in the history of royal houses 
for such a long and loving asso- 
ciation as theirs. The Queen and 
Miss Knollys had grown old to- 
gether and were almost insepar- 
able, the latter being more a per- 
sonal friend than a servant. Miss 
Knollys, of about the same age as 
Alexandra, also has been feeling 
the ravages of time and lately has 
been relieved of more than one 
round of her secretarial duties. 

Queen Alexandra suffered a 


great blow in June whén she lost‘ 


another old friend, Gen. Sir Digh- 
ton Probyn, wearer of the Victora 
Cross, who was the controller of 
her household. He was 91 and had 
served Alexandra faithfully for 62 
years. To the last, although his 
tall figure was bent and frail, he 
insisted upon discharging the du- 
ties of his office. 

Something of his mistress’ affec- 
tion for him was shown on his 
ninety-first birthday. When he 
opened the gate to the church {fn 
Sandringham for his Queen on that 
day, she stopped and kissed him. 

Queen Alexandra suffered anoth- 
er heart attack shortly after noon. 
Her physicians took free recourse 
‘o oxygen to mitigate her suffer- 
ing.

EQUALITY OF DESTRUCTION. 

In the examination of Col. Paegelow, Commandant 
of Scott Field, in the Mitchell courtmartial, a queer 
theory of the navy with regard to parachutes was 
again brought ont and emphasized. 

Col. Paegelow was asked whether he thought para- 
chutes should be carried on air craft, including both 
airplanes and dirigibles. “Absolutely,” he replied, 
with emphasis. “I'd try any man for disobedience to 
orders if he didn’t carry them.” Maj. Guillon, acting 
as Judge Advocate, asked him whether he would ap- 
ply this rule to rigid airships as well as the nonrigid 
airships and airplanes. Col. Paegelow replied that 
it applies to all airships. 

“Do you not know,” asked Maj. Guillon, “that the 
navy regulation against parachutes on ships of this 
kind ts based partly on the theory that a falling 
ship would be likely to fall on top of the man coming 
down with a parachute?” 

What a wonderful theory! Because the ship might 
fall on a man with a parachute, therefore all the 
men in rigid dirigibles are to be deprived of para- 
chutes. In short, because he may be killed by the 
ship he is deprived of all means of safety and is 
doomed to death. With a parachute, the ship might 
not fall on him and he might be saved, but without a 
parachute he is a goner. As Edward Rickenbacker, 
in his testimony, said, to send men into the air with- 
out parachutes is “suicide.” 

Evidently the naval officers who made this amazing 
regulation thought {t better to put all the men in 
their airship on an equality of destruction. They 
didn't want the man upon whom the airship did not 
fall to have a better chance of surviving than the 
man upon whom the airship did fall. 

Neéd we require any further evidence of ignorance, 
incapacity and menacing bad judgment on the part of 
some of the higher-ups in the navy?

Of 664 persons who took the State bar exam/!nation 
this year, 268, or more than 40 per cent, failed.
